GOP  Convention  Fireworks  Expected

CHICAGO,  July  18  (UPI)  — 
Republican  policy  framers  today 
promised  a “realistic”  civil  rights 
platform  and  got  ready  for  Gov. 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  to  shoot 
off  the  first  fireworks  of  the 
1960  GOP  national  convention. 

Charles  H.  Percy,  chairman  of 
the  convention  platform  commit- 
tee, and  Sen.  Thruston  Morton  of 
Kentucky,  the  Republican  na- 
tional chairman,  said  the  Re- 
publicans would  not  try  to 
match  the  “unrealistic”  civil 
rights  promises  contained  in  the 
liberal  platform  adopted  at  the 
Democratic  national  convention 
last  week. 

The  GOP  platform  on  civil 
rights  and  other  issues  will  be 
“responsive  to  the  needs  of  the 
country  and  not  a reaction  to  the 
Democratic  party  and  the  Demo- 
cratic ticket,”  Morton  said. 

BUT  REPUBLICAN  unanimity 
on  platform  plans  was  likely  to 
be  severely  shaken  when  New 
York’s  Rockefeller  cITecked  in 
late  today  with  an  arsenal  of 
platform  proposals  of  his  own. 

The  millionaire  governor 
scheduled  an  evening  news  con- 
ference(at  6:15  p.m.  EDT)  and 
an  appearance  before  the  open- 
ing session  of  the  platform  com- 
mittee tomorrow  as  a “Draft 
Rocky”  movement  tried  to  get 


up  steam  on  the  Chicago  con- 
vention grounds, 

MORTON  SAID  he  considered 
the  personable  New  Yorker  a 
“potential  candidate”  to  take 
the  Republican  presidential  nom- 
ination away  from  Vice  Presi- 
dent Richard  M.  Nixon. 

He  also  repeated  his  belief 
that  a GOP'ticket  of  Nixon  for

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkin- 
son is  serving  on  the  national 
platform  committee  for  the 
Republican  party  in  Chicago 
this  week.

Morton  and  Percy  looked  for 
Rockefeller  to  stir  up  platform- 
framing controversy  over  the  is- 
sue of  medical  aid  for  the  elder- 
ly. Percy  admitted  there  is  sharp 
conflict  between  Rockefeller’s 
belief  that  the  program  should 
be  administered  through  social 
security  channels  and  Nixon’s 
stand  that  it  shouldn’t.
